Prem ier Fidel Castro and Congolese 
leader Patrice Lumumba and was in­ 


volved to varying degrees in either 
plotting to kill or aiding others who did 
kill other foreign leaders. 
It has also gathered evidence, some 
of which it has discussed publicly, 
about the CIA’s program of opening 
the mail of U.S. citizens, and a series of 
other allegedly illegal activities by the 
CIA, FBI and N ational Security 
Agency. 
Some Justice Department officals 
complained their investigation of the 
CIA has been delayed and hampered 
by the committee’s refusal to provide 
its evidence, despite continuing 
requests during the past three months. 
One high-level departm ent source 
said he has no reason to believe that 
the committee will change its position 
immediately as a result of having just 
issued its public report describing the 
involvement of U.S. officials in plots to 
kill foreign leaders. 
There was no immediate response 
from the committee, headed by Sen. 


Frank Church, D-Idaho. 
But a committee spokesman said 
recently that members were reluctant 
to share their findings with 
the 
departm ent because department of­ 
ficials 
have 
failed 
to turn 
over 
m aterial the committee has sought. 
The spokesman also said members 
felt th at sharing evidence with 
prosecutors might discourage 
wit­ 
nesses from testifying candidly before 
the committee, which is still con­ 
tinuing

alleged CIA wrongdoing. 
Ixnd said he is reviewing the com­ 
m ittee's assassination report as he 
continues to weigh the possibility of 
seeking criminal indictments against 
those involved in the assassination 
plots. 
Meantime, President Ford ‘‘has in 
mind his own plans” to prevent future 
U.S. involvement in plots to assassi­ 
nate foreign leaders, said White House 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen.

Ocasek, D-27 Akron, said Friday it 
first will look at the United States 
economy and its impact on Ohio, then 
move into specific details on Ohio’s 
economic problems.

Bill Signed

Borrowers can expect to pay higher 
interest on loans of $500 or more 
beginning early next year. Gov. Jam es 
A. Rhodes has signed a bill allowing 
small finance companies to boost their 
interest rates. 
The new law, which takes effect Feb. 
20, allows small loan companies to 
make bigger loans and charge more 
for them. 
The governor signed another bill 
Friday which gives permanent hunting 
licenses to Ohioans over 65 years old. 
The license would Im.* obtained upon 
payment of a $4 processing fee, and 
hunting from then on would be free. 
Finance companies pushed for the 
small loan bill in the legislature, 
complaining that increasing numbers 
of 
loan 
com panies 
were 
going 
bankrupt under the old law 
The bill would not affect loans of $500 
or less, nor the interest charged on the 
first $500 of larger loans Those would 
retain a maximum annual interest 
rate of 16 per cent. 
But for bigger amounts, the rates 
will go up. 
Under the old law, small loan 
companies could charge 9 per cent on 
principal amounts between $500 and 
$1,000 and 7 per cent on principal 
amounts between $1,000 and $2,000 
Ixians of more than $2,000 were not 
allowed. 
Under the new law, the 16 per cent 
rate would apply up to $750 
For 
principal amounts between $750 and 
SI ,500. the interest rate will go to 11 per 
cent. Between $1,500 and $3,000 the 
new maximum the finance company 
will be able to charge 9 per cent.

(’hoking back (“motion as he stood in 
the main chamber of parliament with 
foreign dignitaries on either side, 
including U.S. Vice President Nelson 
A. Rockefeller, the 37-year-old Juan 
Carlos took his oath of office by placing 
his right hand on a Bible held by 
p arliam ent 
P resident 
A lejandro 
Rodriguez de Valcarcel. 
Juan Carlos swore to uphold the 
principles of the regime of Gen. 
Francisco Franco, who died Thursday 
at 82 after ruling Spam for 36 years. 
Juan Carlos’ wife, Princess Sophie of 
Greece, sat beside him. The couple's 
three children sat at their left On their 
right, a crown and scepter lay sym­ 
bolically on a velvet-covered stool 
The new queen wore a classic full­ 
length dress of pink satin. Her hands, 
twisting a- handerchief, trembled as 
her husband took his oath with the 
words; “ I swear by God and the Holy 
Gospel to 
comply 
with 
the 
fun­ 
damental laws of the kingdom and to 
loyally 
guard 
the 
principles 
that 
form ed the national M ovem ent,” 
Spain’s only political organization and 
heir to the Faseist-style Falange that 
helped Franco to power in 1939 
With the installation of Juan Carlos 
as king, his 7-year-old son Felipe* 
became prince of Spain and heir to the 
throne 
Dressed in a blue double- 
breasted suit, the boy sat quietly 
during the ceremony, swinging a leg 
from time to time. 
In a 15-minute speech, loudly ap­ 
plauded by the chamber, the new king 
pledged to be the guardian of “peace, 
work and prosperity” and declared: 
• Monarchy will try at every moment 
to keep in closest touch with the 
people.” 
Juan Carlos brought the deputies to 
their feet as he promised to restore 
‘territorial integrity” to Spain, a clear 
reference to the nation’s claim of 
soverignty over the British crown 
colons of Gibraltar. “The king takes 
over this objective svtth the fullest of 
convictions,” he said. 


In a reference to Spam’s continued

The best tax 
management technique is to avoid 
wide fluctuations from year to year in 
your taxable income, Moore says. He 
suggests totaling out your farm ex­ 
penses and farm receipts to date and 
comparing the situation with last year 
and previous years. Then you can plan 
to make additional expenditures 
before the first of the year for supplies 
and repairs that will be needed before 
another production year starts, if 
taxable income is running higher than 
usual. Or, you can hold back on ex­ 
penditures, if taxable income is lower 
than usual. You can do the same with 
receipts. But, if you wait until after 
January I, this tax management op­ 
tion is over. 
The objective, though, should not be 
to minimize taxes, but rather to 
maximize income above taxes. Taxes 
can be minimized by buying capital 
assets that are not fully used. A main 
sales pitch is to buy for investment 
credit and the depreciation deduction. 
Remember that there is no conflict 
between good farm management and 
wise tax management, Moore says.

Many farm ers have 
practiced 
tractor-seat evaluation of soils in their 
fields for years. This has given them a 
chance to observe the response of 
different soils to tillage and fer­ 
tilization practices. 
But farmers in the 1970’s may need 
to become even more familiar with the 
soils on their farms, says Sam Bone, 
Extension Agronomist at The Ohio 
State University. The production of 
agronomic crops at high levels of ef­ 
ficiency begins with an evaluation of 
soils and soil properties, he explains. 
Soil properties such as soil texture, 
soil drainage, subsoil pH, organic 
matter and available soil moisture 
should be terms that are as common in 
developing production programs as 
are the terms nitrogen, phosphorus, 
potash and lime. Information on soil 
properties can help a farmer shift 
production practices to obtain or 
maintain high yield response, com­ 
ments Bone. 
In many cases, information on soil 
properties is available from the 
cooperative soil survey program in 
Ohio. Since the program began in Ohio 
in the early 1950’s, nearly two-thirds of 
the state has been involved in a 
detailed acre-by-acre study by soil 
scientists. Surveys are conducted by 


the Soil Conservation Service, USD A 
or the Division of Lands and Soils of 
the 
Ohio 
Department 
of 
Natural 
Resources. In addition to field work by 
the soil scientists, laboratory data is 
available on soil properties to help 
identify and evaluate soil properties. 
This type of information is available 
from data by the Ohio Agricultural 
Research and Development Center. 
Soil data are available in two types 
of reports in Ohio. These are either 
progress reports published by the 
Division of Lands and Soils, or a USDA 
Report published by the SCS. These 
reports are available and can be ob­ 
tained in counties where the soil 
survey had been completed. 
Soil drainage is the number one 
problem relating to effective crop 
production in Ohio. 
The 
lack 
of 
adequate drainage delays planting and 
prevents the selection of desirable 
tillage that takes less time to achieve 
and uses less energy. In addition 
nutrients such as nitrogen are not 
effectively used under wet conditions. 
Drainage problems may be surfaced, 
subsurface, or a combination of the 
two. 
Soil texture is an important con­ 
sideration as it relates to water 
management for crop production. It is 
more effective to plan for use of 
rainfall during the growing season 
than to consider irrigation if rainfall is 


short. Soil texture, particularly the 
m edium-textured 
soil, 
presents 
problems of water loss during the 
growing season. This can be solved by 
selection 
of 
tillage 
and 
water 
management practices. 
The fine-textured soils do not present 
problems of erosion and water 
m anagem ent during the growing 
season; however, these may present 
problems of erosion during the winter 
and spring. 
By giving careful consideration to 
each field, farmers can make wise 
decisions about field situations to 
overcom e specific problems and 
maintain yield response at a high 
level. This can also help prevent in­ 
creasing cost of production as it 
relates to the selection of tillage 
systems, Bone says.

Fall soil testing has the edge over 
spring testing on several counts. For 
one thing, farmers who test in the fall 
get the jump on those who wait until 
spring. The soil testing laboratory is 
always busier during spring months 
than in the fall, and a short delay at 
that time can mean the difference in 
getting lime and fertilizer (based on 
test results) applied or not applied. 
Fall testing gives the farm operator 
and the dealer time during the winter 
to work out the next season’s fertility 
program. 
Another advantage of fall testing is 
that fall purchase of fertilizers can 
save you money — and that’s what the 
whole thing’s about — squeezing out 
more 
profit 
through 
better 
m anagem ent. Fertilizer m anufac­ 
turers usually give fall and early 
winter fertilizer discounts, resulting 
from off-season storage costs. 
Probably just as important, though, 
is the timing of lime applications. If 
your soil test indicates a need for lime, 
the fall and winter months are ideal for 
getting this material applied. In ad­ 
dition, phosphorus and potassium and 
even nitrogen, in some cases, can be 
applied during the fall. 
It may be easier to test the soil in the 
fall, too, because the land is normally 
not as wet then as in the spring. Fall 
testing 
also 
aids 
the 
grower 
in 
remembering more vividly the par­ 
ticular problems and field conditions 
of the season just past. Thus, he can 
sample more accurately and take 
more time to collect the sample. 
Tests have shown that samples 
taken in the fall are just as reliable as 
those taken in the spring. However, we 
must remember that test results and 
resulting fertilizer recommendations 
are only as good as the sampling 
technique. The sampling technique is 
likely to be more accurate if the 
sampler has more time and the field is 
in a good condition for sampling. 
So, it boils down to fall testing for all- 
around best results — fertilizer grades 
and better prices available in fall, 
farm labor requirements at a low 
peak, field conditions usually better

Aeration in your grain bin can save 
you money, says William Schnug, 
Extension Agriculture Engineer at 
The Ohio State University. 
Grain quality is frequently lost 
during storage. High temperatures 
and 
moisture

Homemakers are experimenting 
and seeking new ways to include more 
natural fiber in their menus. Nancy 
Green, a homemaker in Clinton 
County, whose husband grows wheat, 
makes her own whole wheat by 
grinding it in her blender. To do this, 
run a small amount of clean, untreated 
wheat through a blender for about two 
minutes. Sift, then re-blend the large 
pieces. This flour will make great pie 
crusts and breads, as well as add 
natural fiber and vitamins to the diet. 
It is recommended that any type of 
whole-grain flour be refrigerated or 
even frozen until use, because it will 
spoil more quickly. 
I have several of Nancy’s recipes for 
honey whole wheat bread, cookies, 
pancakes, nut bread and fruitcake. 
These will be included in the Christ­ 
mas booklet to be distributed at the 
countywide homemakers meeting on 
December I. The bazaar opens at 6 in 
the evening, and the program starts at 
7:30. The public is invited. 
If you are planning to use other gram 
products in baking, it is recommended 
that you use recipes developed 
especially for the flours, such as rye 
flour, buckwheat flour, com flour, 
graham flour, soy flour, etc. These are 
heavier products containing more 
natural oils. In your regular wheat 
flour recipes, you can substitute two 
tablespoons per cup of these other 
flours without causing a baking 
failure. 


Among the provisions of the 
Emergency Tax Reduction Act of 1975 
just passed by Congress and signed by 
the President is a “ goody” for home 
buyers. A 5-per cent tax credit — up to 
a maximun of $2,000 — is permitted on 
the cost of a new home purchased 
between March 13,1975 and December 
31, 1975. This applies to homes never 
before occupied that were built or 
under construction on March 25. The 
provision applies to condominiums as 
well. The law also requires that the 
home be the primary residence of the 
purchaser. 
There is still another benefit home 
buyers receive under the law. The 
buyer is assured of receiving the 
lowest price at which the house has 
ever been offered for sale. To receive 
his tax credit — the purchaser must 
file certificate — furnished by the 
seller — that the home was sold at this 
lowest price. If the certification is false 
— the home buyer may recover three 
times the difference between the 
purchase price and the previously 
offered lower price.

bacteria, Schnug says. 
Aeration moves a small volume of 
air through stored grain. This helps 
maintain uniformly low moistures and 
temperatures throughout the mass. 
Air movement severely hampers the 
growth rate of living microorganisms, 
and low temperatures reduce the 
activity level of grain insects and 
vermin. 


Another advantage the credit may 
be a direct subtraction from the tax 
that would otherwise be payable — 
rather than as a deduction from in­ 
come.

greater than 12-13 per cent should be 
aerated if it is to be stored through the 
winter into late spring or summer. 
There are some differences in grain 
moisture and temperature when the 
bin is filled. The differences increase 
as the bin cools in late fall and early 
winter. 


Grain cools from the outside, 
producing a warm core surrounded by 
a cooler shell. Warm air moves up in 
the bin until it reaches a point of grain 
and air temperature where it is cooled 
to its condensation or “ dew point” 
temperature. The moisture condenses 
and the grain in that area is wetted and 
warmed. 


Aeration cools the grain near out­ 
door temperature. In the process, any 
excess moisture is removed. 
The standard airflow rate used in 
farm storage bins is 1-10 cubic foot per 
bushel of bin capacity. If a feeder 
wants to hold his com at 17 to 18 per 
cent 
moisture 
for 
better 
feed 
processing, he should provide V4 cubic 
foot per minute per bushel. 


In general, the aeration flow pattern 
should be down through the grain to 
exhaust outside the bin. 
However, there are advantages to 
aerating grain while filling the bin. In 
this case, force air upward until the bin 
is full. Then reverse the fans for down 
flow aeration during storage. 
Weather conditions determine how 
often and how long grain should be 
aerated. The idea is to minimize grain- 
air temperature differences. 
Hold 
grain temperatures within 10-15 
degrees of mean daily outdoor air 
temperatures down to a grain tem­ 
perature of about 40 to 45 degrees F. 
Large continuous aeration systems 
are commonly controlled by ther- 
mostat-humidistat units to aerate 
whenever the outdoor temperature is 
below 50 degrees F. and the relative 
humidity is less than 70 per cent.

NEW YORK (AP) — The Securities 
md Exchange Commission has lots of 
.hings to worry' about these days, but 
3e reassured it has not overlooked its 
’ole as protector of the small investor. 
The watchdog of federal securites 
laws and regulations has just come out 
with a new edition of “ Investigate 
Before You Invest,” a little booklet of 
basic advice that it is now offering free 
to investors. 
“ Before buying ... Think!” advises 
the SEC. “Don’t listen to high-pressure 
sales talk,” it adds. And, “Don’t buy on 
tips and rum ors.” 
If those caveats sound a bit dated for 
these days of supercautious if not 
necessarily more sophisticated in­ 
vestors, there’s a reason . Much of the 
text was written years ago, and a new 
cover applied this year. 
Nevertheless the SEC believes the 
warnings are worthwhile, just as they 
were in the 1960s, when millions of new 
and naive investors flocked into the 
stock m arket. 
Ifs a bit different today. Brokers’ 
phones don’t ring all day long as they 
used to. Hundreds of them have gone 
out of business. 
Institutions often 
dominate trade, with the small in­ 
vestor more observant than active. 
In fact, the number of investors has 
diminished, after increasing sharply 
throughout the 1960s and early 1970s. 
For the first time in more than 20 
years, the New York Stock Exchange 
estim ates, the number of shareholders 
fell in 1974, and maybe again this year. 
Regardless, some of the advice 
seems to have a m erit other than that 
of nostalgia. Any oldtimer will tell you 


that the same mistakes are made over 
and over, especially when people feel 
they no longer need advice. 
With that preface, the SEC’s ad­ 
monitions : 
— Before you decide whether to buy 
secu rities, check your 
financial 
situation. Have you made provisions 
for a home? Do you have adequate life 
insurance? A comfortable bank ac­ 
count balance? 
—If you decide to go ahead and buy 
securities, keep in mind that the value 
of your investment can go down as well 
as up. No one can guarantee the 
m arket price of a security in a month 
or a year from now. 
—Give at 
least 
as 
much 
con­ 
sideration to buying securities as you 
would to buying other valuable 
property. An engraved stock cer­ 
tificate of a bankrupt company is just 
as impressive looking as that of a blue 
chip. 
Reliable information is available on 
all heavily traded securities. Tell the 
salesperson to put all the information 
and advice in writing and mail it to 
you, and then save the information. 
—lf you’re an average investor — 
the SEC offers no clues to the identity 
of 
av erag e 
— 
don’t 
speculate. 
Speculation sometimes may serve a 
useful purpose, but it is a field for ex­ 
perts. The am ateur who “plays the 
m arket” is asking for trouble. 
If you feel you are one of those who 
can benefit from a reminder of the 
basics, you may obtain a free copy of 
“ Investigate Before You In v est’’ 
from: Consumer Information, Dept.

'M edea' Dram a W as 
IO W eeks In M a k in g

“Medea” is the name and the sub­ 
ject of a play produced and directed by 
Charles Keams and the TV Drama 
Club. The play was shown Nov. 14, 15, 
and 21 at 8:00 p.m. in the Teays Valley 
Highschool auditorium. “Medea” was 
ten weeks in the making. 
Trese Nichols, who has appeared in 
three drama productions, starred as 
Medea a revengeful wife torn between 
love and anger. Jason, M edea’s 
betraying husband, was played by 
Terry Smith. 
The story is about Medea, a witch 
that was married to Jason, a hero 
whom she had magically saved five 
times. Jason left Medea to marry a 
young maiden, the daughter of the 
King of Corynth, Creon; in spite of all 
that he owed Medea. Creon banished 
Medea, 
fearing 
for 
his 
and 
his 
daughter’s lives. 
In a fit of anger, Medea planned to 
kill her two sons to air her supremacy 
and to hurt her husband. Afterward, 
acting as if she had come to her senses, 
she sent an accursed golden dress to 
Creon’s daughter. This dress burned 
the girl and Creon to death. The play 
ends after the despairing Jason and 
the proud Medea have an all-out 
screaming battle. Medea later ended 
up leaving Jason and marrying Aegus, 
ruler of Athens. 
Euripides of Greece wrote “Medea” 
and the first stage showing was 
produced in Athens in 431 B. C. The 
version done by the Drama Club was 
adapted by Robinson Jeffers, a noted 
American poet. 
Jeffers’ adaptation is done in a 
vague 
manner 
using 
abstract 
costumes with an abstract psychedelic 
setting. All actors in the play wore 
black leotards, usually with iridescent- 
colored cppes; their feet were unshod. 
Silver and black paints masked the 
players, with emphasis on Nichols’ 
angered eyes. 
The stage was composed of one 
wooden stand, a one-star covered 
floor, and a red-blotted sheet as back­ 
drop. The audience was seated on 
stage in traditional Greek style. 
Black lights, tinted and flashing 
strobe lights, spot lights, and darkness 
were used at 
different 
times 
to 
establish and strengthen the varying 
moods of the play 


The chorus helped the mood-change 
by use of acting, singing, and hard­ 
hitting chants. They remained on stage 
almost throughout the play. Gloria 
Fields, Suzi Helsel, Wesley Hedges, 
Linda I^atherwood, David Ramey, 
Terry Smith, and Jay VanPelt were 
members of the chorus. 


Certain parts of “Medea” were not 
done on stage and a few were on film. 
The prologue, telling of Jason’s 
betrayal was done on video-tape. The 
children of Medea were also shown on 
tape. The death of the two boys was 
pictured on a film projected onto the 
backdrop. At the end of the play, 
Nichols makes an exploding entrance 
on a mylar-covered “sun chariot,” 
with a crash of a cymbol, a flood of 
light, a powerful shout, and a puff of 
smoke. The chariot stretched from 
floor to ceiling.

Notre Dame’s postseason bowl 
hopes—the Cotton Bowl was ready and 
willing but the Irish weren’t able— 
vanished against Pitt, and Miami, de­ 
spite a 2-6 record, could add to the 
frustration of Dan Devine’s first year 
as Notre Dame’s head coach. 
“Miami is an excellent team and a 
very tough one,” Devine says. 
“They’ve played nose-to-nose with 
some of the best teams in the country. 
We’re going into another rattlesnake’s 
nest.” 


Elsewhere, many of the remaining 
bowl berths were to be decided on the 
next-to-last weekend of the regular 
season. The schedule included three 
match-ups of Top Twenty teams. 
At Ann Arbor, Mich., No. 1-ranked 
Ohio State and fourth-rated Michigan

When 
the Cincinnati Stingers are playing 
listless hockey, Coach Terry Slater 
sends the 205-pound left wing into 
action. 


“I’ll get him out there and he’ll 
disturb people and frustrate them and 
then he or somebody else will put the 
puck in the net,” says Slater. 


That’s exactly what happened 
Friday night, when Slater’s trick 
almost worked for the first-year World 
Hockey Association club.

All season long, money was the 
last thing in our minds. Since losing the 
1970 and 1972 World Series, winning 
has come first and money second.” 
Each of the Reds received $19,060.45, 
the fourth largest payoff in history. 
“We didn’t look at it on the basis of 
what guys did while they were with us 
or how long they were with us,” said 
Chaney. “In Tom Hall’s case, he had 
been with us for three years and we felt 
we owed him something.” 
The windfall left the two clubhouse 
boys incredulous “I knew we were 
getting something,” said Teepe, “but I 
never imagined $4,700.” 
He and Schachleiter work for ap­ 
proximately $2.00 an hour during the 
six-month season. 
In 1940, when the Reds won their last 
World Series, the players received 
winnings of $5,800. 
“I guess that says something about 
economy,” said Schachleiter.

Tax H ikes 
Readied 


ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) - The New 
York state legislature appears ready 
to approve $200 million in New York 
City tax increases today as a key ele­ 
ment in a plan to win federal aid to 
avoid a default by the city. 
After breaking a two-day deadlock 
on which tax increases to impose, the 
legislature was expected to act on the 
m easures today. 
Aides to legislative leaders said the 
votes needed to pass the m easures 
were lined up Friday evening but the 
leaders decided to wait for resolutions 
by the City Council and Board of 
Estim ate in New York calling for the 
taxes. 
The council resolutions are 
not 
required for passage of the taxes, but 
the legislators wanted the council on 
record requesting the package so that 
it would have to share any voter 
displeasure. 
The tax m easures, which will hit 
everything 
from 
h aircu ts 
and 
cigarettes to weight-reducing salons, 
are the main part of Gov. Hugh 
Carey’s effort to get the Ford ad­ 
m inistration to back some form of 
federal loan guarantees or other aid to 
save the city from default. 
The other element in the plan is 
legislation to effectively cut the pay of 
city employes by $42 million over the 
first six months of 1976 by forcing them 
to pick up what the city has been 
contributing to their pension fund. 
Carey says he needs Ford ad­ 
ministration support to tie together a 
$6.6 billion plan to refinance most of 
the city’s short-term debt accumulated 
through y ears of hidden budget 
deficits.

Ottinger said he thought the Viet­ 
nam ese would w ant to establish 
normal relations with the United 
States to lessen their reliance on the 
Chinese and Soviets.
